appreclate hearing from many more of you, Can°t offer you a reward of lottery tickets nor can | glve you a 
discount on your |icense renewal as an Incentive, but | can promlse you a joke and you®!! also get to see 
first hand the effects of advancing Altzhelmer®s Disease on one perfectly good nurse, 


In past newsletters | have commented to a smal! degree on power and the nursing profession, | feel a 
compelling need to extend those comments, The compulsion comes In part from the frustration of negotiating 
the great vast morass of the halls of the MIssourl Legislature and from trying to understand the quicksand of 
political Influence, 


Nurses collectively have viewed power as a dirty word because as a predominately female profession they have 
followed the dictates of a soclal system In which they were second class citizens, not only personally but 
professlonally. By adopting such a passive position they have relinquished the abl lity to speak for 
themselves and thus have IIttle control of thelr destinies. There Is an Increasingly apparent struggle to 
galn that power which most of us have never had, Some have never wanted It and consequlently will never have 
it but there are a great many of us now who do want to be able to control our own Ilves rather than 
delegating that to someone else, 


When lobbyIng It becomes Immediately apparent where power Is and where It is not. It is with those people 
who are large In numbers, make contributions of time and/or money and who are assertive and persistent In 
communications with legislators, Generally, the nursing profession fits only one of those quallfications. 
Nurses make up a large group of the total population, however, they do not contribute a great deal of money 
nor time for the care and maintenance of thelr profession and are generally sporadically aggressive rather 
than persistently assertive. 


It Is exceedingly dangerous polltically to walt until the last minute to make yourself known and to request 
assistance from legislators If the same legislators never hear from you at any other time than when you want 
them to do something. They need to have positive strokes just as you need positive strokes. There Is much 
power In positive stroking and It must be done persistently and diplomatically. Of course you are one stoke 
ahead of others If you are a voter who excercises that right regularly. Your legislators are very aware of 
how they were able to be elected and listen to the wishes and needs of the const|tuency. They wlll respond 
all the more readily, however, If you are In contact from tlme to time with messages regarding the work they 
are doing, with offers to pass out handbIl1s, with needed Information, etc, They work hard and will respond 
favorably to your diplomatic recognition of that fact, Then when the time comes to ask for asslstance you 
have someone with a ready ear and a willing mind set. There Is much power to be galned and matntained In 
this manner. 


There Is not a great deal of money contributed by nurses therefore, you probably cannot expect to gain a 
great deal of power In that manner, Your state nurses assoclatlons work very hard In your behalf and money 
for dues to those assoclations Is well spent, They are wel! aware of the necessity to galn power and are 
persistently assertive to your benefit. They can lobby and keep Informed on legislative Issues which you 
haven°t time to pursue, Let them know where your Interests Ile and of your concerns, They are most ready, 
willing, and able to assist you. However, It Is very dangerous to passively assume that someone else Is 
golng to take care of your problems for you. When you discover the problems are stil! there and you must do 
something, then the time Is short and you must suddenly become aggressive, This leaves legislators and 
others puzzled as to where you were all along and why you are just now at this late date becoming excl ted 
about an Issue which you say Is Important, It detracts from your credibility a great deal and reduces your 
power base,

The one characteristic of power that we do have as a profession Is that of numbers, Almost 64,000 nurses can 
pack a large punch, as we have demonstrated In the past. Think of the added power If we possessed all three 
character|Istics or even two, It boggles the mind to try and Imagine the changes that would occur In health 
care, In the profession Itself and In the II fe of each Individual nurse. Try It!! You°ll like It!! 
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COMMENTS FROM CAROL 
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LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 
Three bII Is Introduced during thls year®s legislative session have had a major Impact on the Board: 


Sonate Bil! 426; House BII| 1647: These two bIlIs in pertinent part propose to remove proprietary schools of 
nursing from the jurisdiction of the Board and place them under control of the Coordinating Board of Higher 
Education, By statutory definition; proprietary schools of nursing would be those located In hospitals. As 
of thts writing, the House Critical Decisions Committee will advance a committee substitute blll which would 
leave these schools under the jurisdiction of the Board of Nursing 


House BI! 1007: This Is the Board of Nursing annual appropriations request which grants approval for 
planned expenditures of the nursing fund. Priority Items In this request were the addition of two new staff 
members to deal with the Increasing volume of work generated by a 166% Increase In Ilcenses In the past ten 
years, Complaints against licensees have also risen dramatically during this perlod, and are expected to 
continue to Increase due to the new Malpractice Law which Includes nurses In mandatory reporting provislons, 
As of thls writing, the Governor and the House Approprtatlons Committee have recommended this request. We 
will continue to pursue this blll! through the system, 


\t has been heartening to see so many of the nursing groups In the state working together to help the Board 
In thelr lobbying efforts, MONA, MOSALPN, MLN, MHA, and AON Counci! have all worked diligently In contacting 
thelr legislators and/or committee membars to express nursing®’s concern over these Issues. We have recelved 
many calls In the office from others throughout the state offering assistance. Your hard work and 
expressions of concern have been recognized and acted upon by those who were contacted. 


You have all demonstrated the results of nurse power working through the system, We would IIke to ask one 
more thing of all of you who contacted your legislators, Please send a follow-up letter thanking your 
legislator for his/her support of the Board of Nursing ammendment to Senate Bil! 426, They did a good job 
for us, and we owe them recognition of that fact, If we can assist you with names and addresses of your 
legislators, please glve Flo or me a call. Thank you for your timely support on these Important Issues.
